BRITISH LABOUR PARTY 
TO REORGANISE 


London, Jan. 25. 


The opposition Labour Party today announced 
a £50,000 a year plan for national reorganisation 
in an effort to rebuild its strength after defeat in 


last May’s general election. 
The plan now goes before the Labour Party’s de- 
legate conference in October for approval. 


The National Exccutive— 
Reverning cemmittee—of ‘the 
Party at ao meeting ogrecd to 
recommend that affiliation fecs 
paid by cach of its 5,000,000 
trade union members and 
1,400,000 local labour party 
adhorents should be ‘increased 
from stxpence ta ninepence a 
year. 

It approved o scheme for the 
employment of 30. additional 
full-time. party agents, the con- 
tinued employment of similar 
edents “by 70 constituencies 
where contests are usually very 
close, and the appyintment of 
19 organising osistants, 

About £10,009 of the moncy 
will be alloca’ for particular 
tasks In selected areas.

The plan will involve the em- 
ployment of canvassers, transfer 
of voluntary workers from “safe

Premier 
Briefed On 
Findings 


London, Jan. 25. 

The main findings of the 
seven Privy Councillors who 
have probed the govern- 
ment’s security set-up fol- 
lowing the Burgess and 
Maclean scandal were given 
to Sir Anthony Eden short- 
ly before he ,sailed for

Sir Anthony asked Lord 
Kilmulr, the Lord Chancellor, 
who headed the probe, to brief 
“him for his discussions with 
President Eisenhower on the 
interchange of atom = informa- 
tion and other defence secrets. 

Security essea revealed 

by the spy case have done great 
damage to Anglo-American com 
operation on defence. \ 
. The Privy ‘Councillors’ ara 
understood ‘to be generally 
satisfled’ with sceurity varrange- 
ments ang to have recommended 
no changes: involving “ legislar 
tion. ‘They are‘ rasojutely -oppos- 
ed to any strengthening of the 
powers of the security, services 
to interfere with tho individual 
berty of government oMctals, 

They believe the machinery ‘for 
screening offictala with access to 
secrets is probably as efficient 
us it can be in any democracy, 
{but they criticlsed certain’ de- 
partments for falling to use it 
properly. 

It was expected that the re- 
port of the probe would take 
four months, but It has. been 
rushed through in two, and a. 
full report should. be ready for 
Sir Anthony Eden on his return 
from Washington.—London Ex- 
press Service.
